If the record for Decem- 
ber is equal to last, the total for the 
year 1920. will be $18,225,520. 

In 1919 the total wealth brought in 
by: the 52,064 persons from — across 
the border was 18,419,406. If the 
December immigration equal that of 
last year, the total immigration. this 
year will be 48,905. The average 
wealth of the immigrants per head 
for 1919 was $353.76, and for the 
past year it will be a little greater, 
amounting to about $372 per head.

During the hot- 
test days of summer, it is reported 
the temperature of this curious well 
neyer rises above 35 degrees. The 
man owning this well has put it to a 
good use, for over it he had built a 
small refrigerating house in which to 
keep the food for family use. From 
the well to his store he has also laid 
a pipe ‘and through ,this comes the 
damp air of the well. The end of the 
pipe opens into a refrigerating room 
of the store, so that this. man needs 
no ice to-keep his perishable merchan- 
dise in the best of condition always. 
It seems that the well is not a natural 
one, that it was dug for the purpose 
of supplying water,. but: that when 
bottom was reached instead of water 
the air came forth with considerable 
force, In winter there is no appre- 
ciable lowering of the temperature 
The result is that the owner of ‘the 
well can use botli storerooms for tak- 
ing care of. goods that otherwise 
would be likely to freeze.

On2 Avegust morning ten years 
g#go, a Dominion Cabinet Minister at 
Ottawa interrupted for best part of 
p day the normal course: of business 
to unfold to me, a. sympathetic, 
travelling Englishman, his vision of 
the, New North West. 

He had just returned from a long 
“tour right through™the Peace River 
district, up the Mackenzie Basin to 
Fost McPherson. 

“We have no wish,” said he with 
emphasis, ‘to induce settlers to en- 
ter as yet the new Promised Land,” 
—this, remember, was in 1910—“I 

- ppeak of the future only. But I am 
patisfied that when the present 
rairie lands are all disposed of, 
hen this back country will be taken 
up, because it will pay people better 
to secure-land there than to pay the 
price that will be asked for the 
other. 

“Much work has to be done first, 
however. Rivers have to be niade 
navigable and the land has to be 
purveyed. My journey was made 
to ascertain if these undertakings 
would be justified. And my verdict 
js yes. Though this land lies north, 
it is not appreciably colder than the 
southern portions of the province. 
At Edmonton the climate is as fav- 
orable as at the international bound- 
ary, owing to the lower altitude; 
and for the same reason, together 
with other contributory conditions, a 
couple of hundred miles further ‘up 
country makes little difference.” 

In 1914 came the railway gang, 
and in 1916, when its work was 

* done, in pressed_the pioneers. This 
year I have followed ' in their tracks 
and, reflecting on what I have seen, 
I endorse this wisdom. 

First, the country is of uncom- 
mon charm—great tracts of prairie, 
with patches of’ light bush, set 
emong low purple hills, and inter- 
sected by belts of timber and by fine 
rivers and streams. Park-like is the 
descriptive term that springs to 
one’s pen. Roses flourish every- 
where by millions, and scent the air. 
Lilies challenge them for grace and 
glow. A thousand. tinted grasses 
edd soft undertones, as they ripple 
in the breeze. Rarely have I been 
60 moved with visions of a country’s 
future as when our automobile

The naked prairies of, the 
south have their charm—<at ‘least 
under summer skies; but here is a 
country where the eye is rested.and

He 
is located about twelve miles above 
the Crossing and floats his grain 
down thereto in scows, freightage 
ten cents per bushel; and with a 
stream running nine miles an hour 
he doesn’t lose much time.

At one 
hotel in Peace River, in one day, 
there were visitors registered from 
Brandon, Moose Jaw, Victoria, Sac- 
ramento, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, New York and London.
